Tho coal production of 1013 in Mary- 


land, Virginia, West Virginia, and'the 
southern Appalachian field showed a 
normal increase over 1912, according 
to advance estimates by Edward W. 
Parker, of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey. 


The production in Maryland was not 


materially different from that of the 
preceding year, approximating 5,000.000 
short tons, and as the "bis vein" of 
Maryland is approaching exhaustion in 
many of the larger 'operations, any 
material increase in the output of the 
state is not to be expected, although 
there still remain important resources 
of coal in the lower and thinner beds. 


Jn Virginia and in West Virginia, the 


output of coal in 1913 was from 5 to 10 
per cent in excess of that In 1012. 
Labor troubles in the Cabin Creek and 
Paint Creek districts, of the Kanawlia 
Iteld'weie settled during tlio early part 
of- the year and resulted in the secur- 
ing of a foothold by the labor organi- 
Va'tions in some of the coal-mining 
districts of tlie southern part of 
tlie 


.state.. During the spring in addition 
to the labor difficulties, shipments to 
'the'west were cut off to some extent 
by disastrous floods in the Ohio valley 
region. The supply of labor in West 
Virginia, as in Pennsylvania, was not 
equal 
to the demand, a 
condition 


which tended to restrict the production 
so that at times the railroads were in 
a position to handle considerably larg- 
er tonnages than the mines were able 
to furnish. During the first half of the 
'year the demand for coke was insist- 
ent and spot prices were good, but 
tiic output was also 
somewhat 
re- 


stricted by the shortage in lubor. 
Increase in Southern Appalachian Field 


In Alabama and Tennessee the pro 


duclion of coal was from 3 to 5 per 
cent, greater in 1013 than in 1912 and 
was 
somewhat 
evenly 
distributee 


throughout. the entire year. Marltel 
conditions showed some improvement 
in 1913 over 1912. A number of com- 
panies in Alabama were forced into 
receiverships in 1912, but were able 
lo have the receivership dissolved dur- 
ing 1913. Several new mines were op- 
ened in that state and have been fur- 
nishing a gradually increased output 
since the spring of 1013. Oilier mines 
have added improvements and extend 
cd their workings to provide for an in- 
creased tonnage. An encouraging fea- 
ture reported by some of the mining 
companies is a better 
labor 
suppb 


than Is reported from some ot tha oth- 
er states, miners having been recruit- 
ed from other lines of industrial pur- 
suit. The output per man

Complete freedom from restraint Is 


the lot of the children who attend the 
experimental rural, school at WInthrop 
college, Rock Hill, S. C., as described 
by Mrs. Hetty Browne in a bulletin of 
the United States bureau of education. 
There are ho seats or desks In this 
school; no class rooms; no rules of sl- 
Ience;'but a, free activity, guided arid 
directed by a woman who is in com- 
plete sympathy with country children

and country life.

. In this .and other Teepocts observers 
have noted a resemblance to the Mon- 


•. tcssorl schools, but.Mrs. Browne began; 


i her' work several years ago quite in- i 


dependently of the theories of Madaiha 
.Montessorl. 
Furthermore,

. Hill school makes no claim to a de- 


liberate scientific basis; It Is essential- 
ly, a'n "experimental" school, whcro It 
is hoped to learn by actual experience 
what, kind of a. school is best adapted 
to rural life.

' harvesting at the other seasons, tho 


gnrden remains the centre of the chil- 
dren's Interest and nctlvUv. 


Arithmetic, spelling:,, etc., are not

Laying out the garden Involves arith- 
metic, and even 
geornetry.

The total value of gold, silver, cop- 


per, lead.' and'zlno'produced ty deep 
and placer mines In Montana 
In 1013 


was somewhat over ?&9.000,QOt\; a de- 
c/ecso from ¥64,764,&l5;ln 1912," over S 
per cent., according: to preliminary 
tlmates of V. C.''Helkes, ,of the United 
States geological survey. Metal prices 
were slightly less than those of 1012, 
but there- was also a large decrease In 
copper yield and consequently in gold. 
These were In part offset by a, record 
Increase in zinc production and silver 
output from zinc ores. 
, 
The gold yield decreased nearly 12 


per cent., the mine.fl&urea being 53,- 
€25,235 in 1912 and 53,194,000 In 1913. 
Tiiera was no great change 
In the 


placer output, but a decrease Is noted 
In gold from copper ores and from sil- 
iceous ores. The North Moccasin mine 
In Fergus county was successfully op- 
erated by the Barnes King- Develop- 
ment Co. and an average of.4000 ktona 
of $10 ore was treated per month. The 
Ruby Gulch mine in Blatna county was 
productive until August 7, when 
the 


cyanide plant burned. ' In Deer lodg'o 
county the Southern Cross mine, owned 
by.the Anaconda Copper Co,, was pro- 
ducing the latter part of the. year. 


An Increase of nearly 4 per cent, waa 


made in the silver output of the state 
the mine figures being 12,731,638 ounces 
in 1912 and 13,203,000 ounces in 1913. A 
decrease of about 10 per cent. In ail 
ver output from Butte copper ores was 
largely balanced by an unusual 'In- 
crease-in silver from lead concentrate 
and zinc residues from the Buttc & Su- 
perior mine, which made a notable rec- 
ord the last half of the year. Over 13 
per cent- of -the total value of the 
state output was that of silver. 
The 


new concentration and cyanide plant of 
the 13utte Central at Butte was idle af- 
ter a feiv months operation and results 
did not affect the gold and silver out- 
put. 


The copper output declined about-9 


per cent., from '309,738,873 pounds, ac- 
cording to mine reports, in 1912 to 2SO,- 
658,000 pounds in 1913, 
This last was 


nbout 30 per cent, less than the output 
of Arizona, the 
leading1 copper pro- 


ducer in 1913. The average price of 
copper'decreased from -16.5 cents In 
1S12 to about 15.37 cents in 1913, and 
it Is presumed that no efforts townrd 
a. record output were 
made 
by 
the 


Isirger smelting- establishments. 
Ac- 


cording to monthly printed statements, 
tho Anaconda Copper Co. was making 
.an average of 22,000,000 pounds per 
month and the East Butte 'Copper Co. 
about 1,1-25,000 pounds per month, Th'e 
February production of Butte was low 
on account of cold weather and tires in 
the West Colusa- mine, which inter- 
rupted work in 
the Mountain View 


mine. 
The October yield was notably 


low since the fires were drawn at tho 
AnacomiiL smelter to clean the flues. 
The Eaat Butte Co. is fast getting out 
of .debt by making $100,000 per month, 
and plar.a to enlarge the plant, accord- 
ing: to the press. 
One of the features 


of the year in Montana, was the leach- 
ing o£ low grade'copper ores at Butte. 
At the Bullwhacker operators were ex- 
perimenting and building a 
leaching 


plant. At the Butte and Duluth prop- 
erty the ore was 
quarried, 
crushed, 


treated-by sulphuric acid,' and the met- 
al electrolytically precipitated. Leuch- 
ing is also being tried at 
tho Royal 


Bnslr. mine at 
Maxville in Granite 


county. In Jefferson county the Boston 
and Corbin Co. had a new 250-ton con- 
centration, plant in operation. The val- 
ue of tho copper yield in 1913 wag over 
72 pc-r cent, of the total value of all 
metals produced in Montana. 


The lead output increased from 7,- 


446,7-19 pounds in 1912, according to 
mine figures, to 8,547,000 pouds in 1313, 
or nearly 15 per cent. 
This increase 


was largely due to shipments of lead 
concentrates find • residues from zinc 
concentrates from the Butte & .Supe- 
rior mine at Butte. 
There was much 


activity south of -Libby 
in- Lincoln 


county, but principally in development 
work. At the King & Queen proptrty 
in Sanders county, galena was shipped 
ami a, 75-ton concentration plant was 
being constructed. 


V record production of 
recoverable 


spelter was made from 
zinc concen- 


trates shipped from"Montana mines In 
1D13. From 26,91S,S81 pounds of spelter 
in 1912, the output increased to S5.44&,- 
2f*7 pounds In 1913, or 
217 per cent. 


This was largely due to results at the 
Butte & Superior mine. Tho first half 
of the year the plant was treating 500 
tons per day, but the tonnage treated 
was increased to-1000 tons per day the 
latter part of the year. 
In August the 


mill treated 30,440 tons of ore, which 
made 11,300 tons of concentrates hav- 
ing an average zinc content -of 
43.41 


per cent., representing a recovery of 
50.9 per cent, by concentration and oil 
flotation. Other zinc shipments were 
made from th Iron mountain mine In 
Mtssoula county and also from Jeffer- 
son county. At the Elm Orlu mine no 
zinc ore was treated or shipped, copper 
ore only lieing sold.

experimental rural school at ^Vinthrop 
collcg-e. Hock Hill, S. O.; as described 
by Mrs. Hetty Browne in a bulletin at 
the United States bureau of education. 
There are no seats or desks In this 
school; no class roohisj no rules of si- 
lence; but a free activity eulded and 
directed by a woman who Is In com- 
plete sympathy with country children 
and country life; 


In this and other respects observers 


have noted a resemblance to the Mon- 
tessorl schools, but Mrs. Browne began 
her work several years ago quite in- 
dependently of the theories of Madame 
MontCESOrl.

Record ZincYield in 1913, 


Decreased Copperand 
Gold Output 


The total value of gold, silver, cop- 


per, lead, and zinc produced by deep 
and placer mines In Montana In 1933 
was somewhat over SB&.OOO.OOO, a de- 
crease frbm"'?64,7641615 la 1912, over B 
per cent, according to preliminary es- 
timates of V. C. Helkea, of the United 
States geological survey. Metal prices 
were slightly less than those of 1912, 
but there was also a large decrease In 
copper yield and conseQuently In. gold. 
These were in part offset by a record 
Increase In zinc production and silver 
output from zinc ores. 
The gold yield decreased nearly 13 


per cent, the mine ijgurea being- $3,- 
626,236-in 1912 and {3,194,000 In 1913- 
Thera V.3.& 110 great change in 
the 
placer output, but p. decrease- Is noted 
In gold from copper ores and from all- 
Iceous ores. The North Moccasin mine 
in Fergus county was successfully op 
crated by the Barnes King 
Develop 


ment Co. and an average of 4000 tons 
of ?10 ore was treated per month. The 
Ruby Gulch mine iu.JBtalne county was 
productive until .August 7, when 
the 


cyanide plant burned. 
In Doer lodge 


county the Southern Gross mine, owned 
by the Anaconda Copper Co., was pro- 
ducing the latter part of the year. 


An Increase of nearly 4 per cent was 
made In the silver output of the state, 
the mine figures being 12,731,63s ounces 
in 1912 and 13,203,000 ounces In 1913. A 
decrease of about 10 per cont In sil- 
ver output from Butte copper ores waa 
largely balanced by an unusual in- 
crease In silver from lead concentrate 
and zinc residues from the Butte & Su- 
perior mine, which made a'notable rec- 
ord the,last half of-tho year. Over 13 
p?r cent of .the total value ' of the 
state output waa that of silver. 
The 


new concentration and cyanide plant of 
the Butte Central at Butte was idle af- 
ter a few months operation and results 
did not afiect tho gold, and silver out- 
put . 
Tho copper output declined, about 9 


per cent., from 309,735,873 pounds, ac- 
cording" to mine reports, in 1912 to 2SO,- 
658,000 pounds In 1913. 
Thla last waa 


about 30 per cent leas than the output 
.of Arizona, tho leading copper pro- 
ducer In 1913. The average price ot 
copper decreased from 16.6 , centa 
In 


ISli! to about 16.37 cents In 1913, and 
it is.presumed that no efforts toward 
a record output were 
made -by the 
larger smelting establishments. 
Ac- 


cording to monthly printed statements, 
the Anaconda Copper Co. was making 
an average of 22,000,000 .pounds 
per 


month and the East Butte Copper Co. 
about 1,125,000 pounds per month. The 
February production .of Butte waa low 
on account of .cold jveatber and fires in 
the West Colusa mine, which 
inter- 


rupted work In the Mountain . View 
mine. 
The October yield was notably 


low since, the fires were drawn at the 
Anaconda emelter.to clean - the 
flues. 


The East Butte Co, fa fast getting out 
of debt by making $100,000 per month, 
and plans to enlarge the plant, accord- 
Ing to the press. 
One of the features 


of tho year In Montana was the leach- 
ing of low grade copper ores at Butte. 
At tho Bullwhacker operators were ex- 
perimenting1 and building" a leaching 
plant/ At the Butte and Duluth prop- 
erty the ore was quarried, 
crushed, 


treated by sulphuric acid, and the'met- 
al clectrolytically precipitated. .Leach- 
ing Is also being tried at the Royal 
Basin rofne at 
Maxvillo In Granite 


county. In Jefferson county tho Boston 
and Corbin Co. had a new 2aO-ton con- 
centration plant In operation. The val- 
ue of the copper yield in 1913 waa over 
72 ptr cent, of tho total value of all 
metals produced In Montana., 


The lead output Increased from 7,- 


44&r7l9 pounds in 1312, according to 
mine figures, to 8,547,000 pouds in 1913, 
or nearly 15 per cent. 
This Increase 


was largely due to shipments of lead 
concentrates and residues from zinc 
concentratea from the Butte & Supe- 
rior mine at Butte. 
There was much 


activity south of I/Ibby 
In Lincoln 


county, but principally in development 
work. At the King & Queen propfarty 
in Sanders county, galena waa shipped 
and a 75-ton concentration plant waa 
being constructed. 


A record production of recoverable 


spelter was made from 
zinc concen- 
trates shipped from Montana mines in 
1913. From 26,918,881 pounds of spelter 
in 1912, the output increased to 85,449,- 
297 pounds in 1913, or 217 
per cent. 


This was largely due to results at the 
Butte & Superior mine. The first half 
of the year the plant was treating BOO 
tons per day, but the tonnago treated 
waa Increased to 1000 tons per day the 
latter part of tho year. 
In August the 


mill treated 30,440 tons of ore, which 
made 11,300 tons of concentrates hav- 
ing an average zinc content of 
43.41 
per cent., representing a recovery of 
50.9 per cent. by. concentration and oil 
flotation. Other<zinc shipments were 
made from tho.Iron mountain mine In 
Mlssoula county- and-also from Jeffer- 
son county; At tho Elm Orlu mlne'no 
zinc ore wns treated or shipped, copper 
ore only being sold. There Is, however, 
a large tonnage of zinc ore developed 
awaiting treatment by the new mill be- 
ing erected south of Butte. Concentra- 
tion and flotation will probably be used. 
At the present .rate, of increase Mon- 
tana .was thei; electrification 
of 
tho 
Butte, Anaconda and Pacific during the 
year; and the use of electricity instead 
of steam in tho rnlnea was-found to 
greatly reduce costs. A survey for rail- 
road was matlc between Great .Falls 
and Mlssoitla by the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & Puget Sound Co.; an'd the Butte, 
Wisdom & Pacific railway will build 
100 miles of road to connect

- "In my opinion a crime was com- 
mitted in causing- theso two deaths," 
the ex-coroner declared to a reporter 
last night, "and the criminal so cun- 
ningly covered his or her tracks that 
the police In their investigation ran' 
against a stone wall, 
1,'nnlile to Hnve llnnlyaes Made 


"Immediately following1 the deaths ot 


the patrolman and nurso the contents 
of the stomachs of both of them wer& 
sent to the office of the district-attor- 


ney at the request, of Assistant Dis- 
trict Atty. Deacon -Murphy, who \vas 
investigating- the case, I asked that 
an analysis be made. 


"I was informed by 
the 
district 


attorney that there were no funds avail- 
able in his oflice to defray the expenses 
of such an analysis, and I askeil the 
board of health to make the analysts. 
I grot word from there that the board 
of health was too busy to devote time 
to such work. I had no funds In ijiy 
own office for such analysis and con- 
sequently was unable to have the work 
done.

necessary. It already had. been proved 
beyond doubt that the man and woman 
liarl met death from poison. What had 
not been proved was how the poison 
was administered to them. 


"I have no criticism to make of the

INCREASED PRODUCTION IN 1913 


IN MARYLAND, VIRGINIA, ALA- 
BAMA AND TENNESSEE 


The coal production of 1313 In Mary- 


land, Virginia, West Virginia, and tho 
southern Appalachian field showed' 
normal increase over 1912. according 
to advance estimates by Edward W. 
Parker, of the United Stales Geologi- 
cal Survey. 


The production in Maryland was not 


materially different from that of the 
preceding year, approximating 5,000,000 
short tons, and as tho "bis vein" of 
Maryland is approaching exhaustion in 
many of the larger operations, any 
material increase in the output of tho 
state is net to be expected, although 
there still remain important resources 
of coal in the lower and thinner beds. 


In Virginia and in West Virginia the 


output of coal in 1313 was from 5 to 10 
per cent, in excess of that in 1912. 
Labor troubles In the Cabin Creole and 
Paint Creek districts of the Kftnawha 
ileld were settled during the early part 
of the year and rcaulted in the sceur- 
ng of a foothold by the labor organ!, 
zations In some of the coal-mining 
districts of the southern part of 
the 


state. During .tho spring in addition 
.o the labor difficulties, shipments to 
:he west were cut off to some extent 
by disastrous floods in tho Ohio valley 
region. The supply of labor In West 
Virginia, as in Pennsylvania, was not 
equal 
to the demand, a 
condition 


which tended to restrict tho production 
so that at times the railroads were in 
v position to handle considerably larg- 
er tonnages than the mines were able 
o furnish. During the llrst hair of the 
vear the demand for cofce v.-as Insist- 
ent and spot prices were good, but 
he output was also 
somewhat 
re- 


stricted, by the shortage in labor. 
ncrease in Southern Appalachian Field 
In Alabama and Tennessee tho pro- 


duction of coal was from 3 to 6 per 
cent, greater In 1913 than In 1912 and

hroughout the entire year. Market 
ondltions showed some Improvement 
n 1913 over 1312. A number of com- 
panies in Alabama were • forced into

Several new mines were op- 
ened in that state and have been fur- 
nishing n gradually increased output 
since the spring of 1913. Olher mines 
have added improvements ami extend- 
ed their workings to provide for an In- 
creased tonnage.

penses" assumed by the companies that 
is not directly connected wlih the oper- 
ating of railroads.

In their blanks Hie ollkiials of the 


company must enter, under an ainda 
as to the accuracy of their return, the 
amounts paid by (he companies to 
persons who arc not engaged in the 
operation of the road. Jt is said to ii-» 
the purpose of the commission to de- 
termine if tho companies are expending 
any money to Influence legislation, to 
control any of the political parties .of 
the state, to defeat ur elect any certain 
candidates or to mould public opinion 
through the-newspapers and advortlu- 
iug agencies.

"I was informed - by 
the 
district 


attorney that there %vere no funds avail- 
able In his office to defray the expenses 
of such an analysis, and I asked the 
hoard of health to make the analysis. 
I got word from there that the board 
of health was- too busy to devote time 
to such work. I had no funds In my 
own oftice for such analysis and con- 
sequently was unable to have the work 
done.

IN MARYLAND, VIRGINIA, ALA- 
BAMA ArJD TENNESSEE 


Tho coal production of 1913 in Mary- 


land, Virginia, West. Virginia, and the 
southern Appalachian field showed a 
normal increase over 1912, according 
to advance estimates by Edward W. 
Parker, of 'the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey. 


The production In Maryland was not 


materially different from that of the 
preceding year, approximating 5,000,000 
short tons, and ns the "big vein" of 
Maryland Is approaching exhaustion In 
many o£ tho larger operations, any 
material increase in the output of tho 
state Is not to bo expected, although 
there still remain important resources 
of coal in the lower and thinner beds, 


In Virginia and in West Virginia tho 


output of coal in 1913 was from 6 to 10 
per cenL in excess of that in 1912. 
Labor troubles In tho Cabin Creak and 
Paint Creek districts of tho Kanawha 
field were settled during the early part 
of tho year and resulted in the secur 
.ng of a foothold by the labor organl 
zations In some of the 
coal-mining 


districts of the southern part of the 
state. During the spring In addition 
:o the labor difficulties, shipments to 
:he west were cut oft to somo extent 


disastrous floods In the Ohio valley 


region. Tho supply of labor In West 
Virginia, as in Pennsylvania, was not 
equal 
to the demand, a condition 


which tended to restrict the production 
so that at times the: railroads were In 
a position to handle considerably larg- 
er tonnages than the mines wero able 
o furnish. During the first half of the 
year the demand for coke was insist- 
ent and spot prices wero good, but 
he output was also 
somewhat 
re- 


stricted by the shortage In labor. 
ncrcaso in Southern Appalachian Field 
In Alabama and Tennessee the pro- 


duction of coal was from 3 to 5 per 
:ent. greater in 1913 than In 1912 and 
vas 
somewhat 
evenly distributed 


hroughout tho entire year. Market 
ondltions showed somo Improvement 
n 1013 over 1912. A number of com- 
panies in Alabama wero forced into 


receiverships in 1912, but were ablo 
to have the receivership dissolved dur- 
ing 1913. Several new mines were op- 
ened In that state and have been fur- 
nishing a gradually Increased output . 
since the spring of 1913. Other mint's 
have added improvements and extend- 
ed their workings to provide for an In- 
creased tonnage. An encouraging fen- 
tnre reported by some at the mining 
companies is a better 
labor 
supply 


than Is reported from some of the oth- 
er states, miners having been recruit- 
ed from other lines of Industrial pur- 
suit. The output per man 
and 
tlio 


efficiency of the employes have shown 
an Increasing tendency because of im- 
proved sanitary and living conditions, 
and because of increased wages put In 
force last February. The wages for 
mining and for mine labor which lmv;j 
prevailed during 1913 are said to bo 
liicher than ever before In the history 
of coal mining in Alabama. Tho slight 
increase in the output of coal in both 
Alabama and Tennessee appears to ho 
attributable to the more satisfactory 
abor conditions nnd to a better supply 
of railroad cars that existed in 1912.

Of this total, which is 
about G per cent, less than in 1M2, the 
value of copper forms the largest part, 
or 37 per cent.; that of gold, ?3 per 
cent,; that of silver, 25 per cent.; and 
the values of lead and zlznc each about 
2 per cent.

creased about 10 per cent., from $13,- 
456,130 in 1312 to $12,072,000 In 1913. 
The siliceous ores cyan Id cd were the

Section 17. The clerk or registrar 


shall require notice of intention of 
mrirrinyc to be" given to riiiri In writ- 
ing, on l>laiitiE to be furnished by him, 
by one ot.the parties to such intended 
marriage, or by his or her parents or 
legal guardian, and shall require the 
party who gives such notice to make

Becoming operative at tho same time 
is chapter 360, acts of 1913, providing 
for the uniformity of marriage In va- 
rious states. No person residing In this 
state, or Intending to continue to do so, 
who is prohibited from contracting a 
marriaffo here may go to another state 
or country, become married, and then 
return here and live. He fa liable to fine 
or imprisonment If this Is done.

Section 3. Before issuing a license
